by day. Even the better grades of 
tobacco have felt the effect of the 
slii{mp. and growers are greatly dis- 
heartened by the prices being paid 
for their product. Many have not 
unloaded their wagons, while others 
having tobacco on the floors, are 
holding for a possible chan-gc in 
prices. The tobacco contiuoes to 
come to market, but if the lov- 
prices continue, there will be a very 
noticeable slacking of receiptr.. 

Offerings on the market of 
Thursday were mostly of the common 
grades, but there *^aB an increased 
demand for that grade, which caused 
the prices to advance about one cent. 
Both warehouses sold about 227,000 
at an average of |12.40. The mar- 
ket Friday was ahout on a per with 
that of the day previous, with prices 
possibly a shade lower. Good to- 
bacco brought fairly good figures, 
but there was a prepondeiance of 
the lovrer grades, which reduced the 
avn age. The Bourbon /Tobacco 
Warehouse Co. sold 162,980 pounds 
for $15,745.91, an avciage of $11.50. 

As illustrating the condition of the 
local tobacco market the following 
was told THE NEWS Saturday by a 
Paris grocer: 

"One of my best customer:,, a 
Bourbon county farmei. who has al- 
ways had great siiccess in growmr 
tobaeeo, sent a load of the weed to 
the Paris murket Friday. His teams 
all being buiqr he engaged a truck 
from a Paris garage. The gaiage 
charged him |9 for hauling the »o- 
bacco to the warehouse. The to- 
bacco sold for 18.60, and he had to 
bijrr .w forty cents to pay the truck 
driver. That's how tihe mariMt has 
been here." 

Another instance THE NBl^S 
heard of ir, connection with the 
tobacco situation was this: A tfA- 
ant on a Nicholas county fi.r.m near 
Blue Licks brought his tobacco to 
the Palis market and placed it on 
sale Friday. After deducting ware- 
house fees, and all other necessary 
lexpenses, fnd squaring up with hiT. 
landlord, the tenant received a hal- 
«noe of ten cents He is now in 
favor of a cut-out of the 1921 crop, 
and says he will raise beans or 
something else this sprfaig.

Representatives of Kentucky to- 
bacco growers in conference at 
Washington, with William M. Wil- 
liams, commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, were given rulings entirely 
satisfactory to tbem regarding mat- 
ters of taacatlon. ir. connection with 
the use of Kentucky tobacco for fer- 
tilizer. 

.1. W. Newman, of Versailles, pres- 
ident of the Buriey TObaeeo Awioci- 
ation; Dr. S. H. HsUeirrof Lo^Ing- 
ton. and Congressman J. Campbell 

Cantrill, of Georgetown, represented 
Kentucky growers in the conference 
with Commissioner Williams. They 
explained to Mr. W 41ams that on ac- 
count of the condition of the tobacco 
market an effort is being mad*^ to 
keep the low grade tobacco off the 
market by utilizing it in the manu- 
facture 3f fertilizer, and the ques- 
tion of taxation was raised. It was 
explained that a company h: s al- 
ready been organised, with Mr. New- 
man at Itnhead. to handle the ferti- 
lizer proposition. i» ^1 

Commissioner Williams neM thar 
a co-operalive association grinding 
up low grade tobacco for use as fer- 
tilizer would lM>t be. subject to the 
regular tobacco tax, but that a nofm- 
inal bond would be ret«ired of the 
manufacturers. 

Another mattej put np to Mr. wu- 
lianjs by the Kentucklans '«'^^*»»* 
of a tax on tobacco saAd to foreliTS 
governments. A pUn is under coh- 
plderation for the sales of a large 
Quantitv of tobacco by European 
powers and it was held by the coin- 
missionor of internal revenue that 
only the dealers' tax would be re- 
quired of those who sold to foreign 
gnvemmeols and that the regula.- 
tdbtcco tax would not be exacted.

London. — Although Berlin has 
i changed since 1914, the German mind 
remahia unchanged. Neither the holo- 
caust of dead nor the crash of thrones 
has shaken Germany out of her self-

In 
a world which to British eyes is 
strnngely diiuijred by five years of 
World war the mental isolation of the 
German is absolote. To talk to him 
makes yon feel that the German ui 
today Is the loneliest creature on God's 
earth. 

'"Yet with heavy deliberation he Is 
communing with himself to ascertain 
the causes of his defeat But he is 
not examining his conscience. 

"Any Berlin bookshop will show you 
the chaos prevailing in the Gennan 
mind. 

Nothing of the Preaent. 
''Professor Stelnach*s rejuvenation 

experiments, Einstein's theory of light, 
Maynard Keynes and Norman Angell 
on tlie Versailles Peace — both books 
in German translationa and prominent- 
ly displayed— treatises on splritnalism, 
atheism, free love, and the like — works 
of this description stand side by side 
with a mass of frankly pornographic 
literature. Here will you find reas(Mied 
explanations for the past, complicated 
schemes for the future, but nothing 
practical to deal with the problems of 
the present. And above all, no con- 
trition for Germany's crime against 
mankind. 

**Th^ German surreyed ttie world 
from Ms castle of militarism. Now 

that it has collapsed he Is left floun- 
dering In a sea of doubts and fears. 
The Germans with whom I have spok- 
en expect us to hold them guiltless of 
the past beeansiii thsf ssy, they ham 
rid Germany of hut military caste. 

•They have. It is true, expelled the 
bloody-minded blunderers surrounding 
that eminent nonentity, William the 
Second-rater, because they failed to 
keep their promise to establish Ger- 
man worid-domittatieB. Bnt the Ger- 
man people is governed by the herd 
Instinct, and the expulsltm of the Old 
Gang In the circumstances of mili- 
tary defeat and home panic in which 
the Hohenzollems were sent away re- 
quires weightier evidence of a change 
of heart that Is forOicomlng hi Ger- 
many today, if it is to be accepted as 
a proof of the death of German mili- 
tarism. 

Blank Indifference. 

**Talk to a Frendiman of any class, 
and you will, sooner or later, come 
upon a well-banked but fiercely smoul- 
dering Republican ardw. Talk to a 
German about his government and you 
will And, at the hest, luk ew aim Inter- 
est; at the worst, resentful ridicule 
towards the German Republic. 

"The average attitude is one of 
blank Indifference. The German man 
in the street never thought for him- 
self. He does not do so today. The 
question of tiie future is, what party 
will emerge from the present Chaos to 
do his thinking for him? 

"The Germans are perfectly willing 
to forgive us for the war. They talk 
glibly ahovt *thls mhappj war' with 
the air of a man making perfunctory 
excuses for some social lapse. In 
some may be detected In addition a 
little air of condescension In speaking 
of the late unpleasantness as though 
to draw attention to their magnanimi- 
ty in accepting the war as an inevita- 
ble catastrophe, 'an act of God,' as the 
Insurance policies say. And even to- 
day I find that the jaeat majority of 
Germans have no idea of the abhor- 
rence in which the very name Gorman 
is Md In flie Anglo-Saxon countries 
and in France and Belgium.**
